questions Police are looking for 
suspects after a fight inside a 
downtown bar spilled into the 
streets yesterday morning. 

As the fight continued outside 
the bar near 109th Street and 
Jasper Avenue, someone fired a 
gun into the air three times, po¬ 
lice said. 

The man fled on foot after fir¬ 
ing the bullets, and police said 
that so far, no arrests have been 
made in the case. No serious in¬ 
juries were reported. 

The brawl happened within 
days after bullets flew in the 
parking lot south of the Shaw 
Conference Centre on Friday, 
evening leaving three men in 
hospital with gunshot wounds. 

Police have found multiple cas¬ 
ings and two vehicles damaged 
by bullets, but all of the injured 
men have been uncooperative in 
answering questions from the 
authorities. 

Detectives with the Downtown 
Division Criminal Investigation 
Section and the Integrated Gang 
Unit continue to investigate the 
incident, which occurred around 
9:45 p.m. metro edmonton

Convicted murderer 
facing more charges 

Police tight-lipped on long-running investigation

Convicted killer Joseph 
Laboucan is serving a life 
sentence for the brutal murder 
of 13-year-old Nina Courtepatte, 
and has been charged, yet 
again, in connection with anoth¬ 
er murder. 

Police and Project KARE officials 
believe they have enough evi¬ 
dence to pin Laboucan with the 
murder of 33-year-old prostitute 
Ellie May Meyer, who was last 
seen on April 1,2005, two days be¬ 
fore Courtepatte was savagely 
raped and murdered. 

Laboucan was arrested and for¬ 
mally charged with Meyer's mur¬ 
der on Thursday, at an institution 
in Prince Albert, Sasic., where he is 
currently serving out his life sen-

• Meyer's body was discovered by a 
farmer tilling his fields on May 6, 
2005. Investigators identified the 
decomposing body a week after it 
was discovered, and estimated it 
had been dumped in the field two 
weeks earlier. 


tence. 

Officials are being extremely 
tight-lipped about the details sur¬ 
rounding the investigation, and 
haven't revealed the nature of the 
40-month investigation, or why 
it's taken so long to arrest Labou¬ 
can, who has been in custody 
since April 12, 2005. 

“Maybe Mr. Laboucan is respon¬ 
sible for more out there,” said area 
criminologist Bill Pitt, adding that 


Meyer's body was discovered in ru¬ 
ral Strathcona County, an area 
that has become a dumping 
ground for slain street workers. 

“I'm sure they've looked at him 
for a series of these crimes, 
whether or not he was around, or 
had seen these girls last,” Pitt said. 
“But I don't think the story of seri¬ 
al killers in Edmonton is going to 
end with Laboucan.” 

Police never revealed how Mey¬ 
er, a mother of two, died, or if it 
was thought her death and 
Courtepatte's were linked. 

“With the Nina Courtepatte 
murder, I described Laboucan and 
his colleagues as absolutely evil,” 
Pitt said. 

“So I think that when you're 
looking at people that do the 
things that they did to Nina, are 
they capable of other dastardly, 
wicked things? I think, yes.”

Ninth grader shows 
shades of Terry Fox

Alex Galbraith’s story is 
amazing to many but he’ll 
tell it to you with a shrug, 
as if it’s no big thing — and 
that’s the best news of all. 

Galbraith hiked, ran and 
skateboarded with family 
and friends in the 28th An¬ 
nual Terry Fox Run at 
Hawrelalc Park yesterday. 
Not long ago, the Grade 9 
student at Westminster Jun¬ 
ior High wasn’t sure he’d 
ever be so active. 

When he was seven, Gal¬ 
braith was diagnosed with 
bone cancer, and doctors 
amputated his right leg just 
above the knee. He felt fine 


for awhile, but a cancerous 
tumor was later detected in 
his right lung. 

The story is eerily similar 
to that of Terry Fox, the one- 
legged icon who attempted 
to run across Canada to 
raise money for cancer re¬ 
search. Fox’s efforts — and 
his life — were cut short by 
bone cancer that had 
spread to his lungs. 

This past July, however, 
marked one year that doc¬ 
tors believe Galbraith has 
been cancer free. Yesterday 
was Galbraith’s sixth Terry 
Fox Run. 

“I love doing this. My 
family and friends are here, 
and we just connect and 
have fun — it’s great,” he 
says. “And we’re doing 


something for cancer re¬ 
search, and that’s great, 
too.” 

“Alex is such a cool kid, 
and it’s so inspiring to see 
him doing well,” says 
Wendy Houle, lead organiz¬ 
er of the Edmonton Terry 
Fox Run. 

“Terry Fox died about 25 
years ago, and now Alex is a 
survivor of the same dis¬ 
ease, and we hope that in 
25 years — well, before 
that, if possible—no one 
will even have it, anymore,” 
adds Houle, who’s mother 
has cancer and her father 
died suddenly of the disease 
in 2005. 

More than 1,500 people 
participated in the Edmon¬

It's all about name recognition in Edmonton East: Prof 


Since most voters base 
their decision on recogniz¬ 
ing a candidate's name, 
residents in the federal 
riding of Edmonton East 
could be picking a familiar 
candidate, said a political 
science professor at the 
University of Alberta. 

The question is, who will 
they choose: NDP candidate 
Ray Martin, who has been a 
critic for his party’s provin¬ 
cial counterparts for years 
before losing the March 3 Al¬ 



berta election, or longtime 
Conservative incumbent Pe¬ 
ter Goldring, a former mili- 
taiy police officer? 

Professor Steve Patten be¬ 
lieves name recognition will 
help Martin’s campaign in 
the riding, but he has a long 
way to go to be successful. 

“He’s known in the rid¬ 
ing, he’s well liked and he 
has a long track record in 


politics,” said Patten. 

“Now, the question is can 
Martin marshal that to over¬ 
come the overwhelming 
odds of being in a con¬ 
stituency that has actually 
voted fairly solidly conser¬ 
vative at the federal level. 

“The fact that he is Ray 
Martin, other than just a 
New Democrat to voters, 
will make a difference.”

Backwards - the way to read an ad 

How you say something, especially on TV, can be even more important than what you say

O ne of the best 
ways to inter¬ 
pret advertising, 
election or oth¬ 
erwise, is to 
learn to read an ad back¬ 
wards — or sdrawlccab, for 
those who already possess 
the skill. 

To that end, let me teach 
you a little game Fve 
learned after 25 years in the 
marketing business. When 
you first see a campaign ad, 
go backwards in your mind 


and imagine yourself at the 
meeting where it was first 
conceived. Now imagine 
someone presenting the 
“brief”: A document outlin¬ 
ing the need for the ad and 
its specific objective. The 
content of an ad brief is usu¬ 
ally a jealously guarded se¬ 
cret, which makes the 
guessing game all the more 
fun. 

I’ll show you what I mean: 
Consider a Conservative ad 
running this past week, fea¬ 
turing a Stephen Harper 
monologue. He’s talking 
about... well... for our pur¬ 
pose it doesn’t matter be-

cause an essential part of so 
many TV ads is unspoken. 
Herein lies one of the poor- 
est-lcept secrets in my trade: 
How you say something, es¬ 
pecially in a TV ad, can be as 
important — even more im¬ 
portant — than what you 
say. 

The ad opens on the 
prime minister in a wing 
chair in a homey environ¬ 
ment. He’s wearing a light 
blue shirt and a dark 
sweater vest. The colour of 
his eyes evokes memories of 


Lake Louise in June. He’s 
leaning forward in a heart- 
to-heart manner; his tone is 
soft and friendly.

Church still strict on divorce

Pope Benedict said yester¬ 
day the Church could not 
recognize “irregular 
unions" of Catholics who 
divorce and remarry 
outside the Church. 

“Initiatives aimed at 
blessing irregular unions 
cannot be admitted,” he 
said in an address to 
French bishops in the 
shrine city of Lourdes. 

Throughout the devel¬ 
oped world, the Church 
has been struggling with 
how to administer to 
Catholics who have di¬ 
vorced and remarried 
without an annulment — 
an ecclesiastical declara¬ 
tion that their first union 
is null and void — but 
want to remain fully active 
in the Church.

The Church does not rec¬ 
ognize divorce. It considers 
the first marriage still valid 
and teaches that those 
who divorce and remariy 
cannot receive commun¬ 
ion unless they abstain 


from sexual relations with 
their new partner. 

In other remarks, the 
pope ordered bishops to 
make space for traditional¬ 
ists who use the Latin 
Mass. 

A papal decision last 
year to allow a much wider 
use of the old-style mass — 
a move which traditional¬ 
ists demanded for decades 
but which was opposed by 
liberals — has met with re¬ 


sistance in some countries, 
particularly France. 

But the pope was firm in 
his position. “Everyone has 
a place in the Church. 
Every person, without ex¬ 
ception, should be able to 
feel at home and never re¬ 
jected,” he said of those 
who preferred the Latin 
Mass instead of the new 
liturgy in modern lan¬

ith all the 
elections 
coming this 
fall and 
winter, 
global warming is bound 
to spike up with the in¬ 
creased hot air. South of 
the border, they’re electing 
a president, and here in 
Canada we’re heading into 
a federal election. 

It would be great if the 
environment didn’t have 
to be an election issue. If 
all political parties recog¬ 
nized it’s an issue so criti¬ 
cal that it should tran¬ 
scend partisan politics, 
then we could vote for our 
party of choice based on its 
fiscal and social policies. 
The goal should be to con¬ 
vince all political parties to 
make the environment the 
top priority rather than to 
vote for the party with the 
best environmental record 
and policies.

That means becoming in¬ 
formed about the issues 
and the various party posi¬ 
tions on those issues and 
asking the candidates 
some direct questions. 

I can tell you what I be¬ 
lieve are some of the most 
important issues. Global 
warming is at the top of 
the list. Years of inaction 
by various governments 


mean that urgent meas¬ 
ures are needed — but it’s 
not a choice between envi¬ 
ronment and economy. On 
the contraiy, other coun¬ 
tries have shown that ac¬ 
tions such as shifting from 
reliance on fossil fuels and 
other non-renewable ener¬ 
gy to renewable sources 
creates numerous jobs and 
economic opportunities, as 
well as reducing carbon 
emissions that contribute 
to global warming. I also 
believe that putting a price 
on carbon emissions, 
through measures such as 
carbon taxes and cap-and- 
trade systems, is essential 
and has been shown to be 
effective in other coun¬ 
tries. 

If we want democracy to 
work, we can’t just leave it 
all up to the politicians. 
Governments are there to 
serve us, so it’s up to us to 
let them know what is im¬ 
portant to us and what we 
believe they must do to en¬ 
sure that we continue to 
enjoy the quality of life 
that so many have worked 
to build in this country. 

So, get out and vote, but 
before you do, don’t just 
listen to the candidates — 
talk to them as well.

Oil prices drop 
to six-month low 


U.S. oil prices dropped 
more than $2 to a six- 
month low below $99 a 
barrel yesterday as dealers 
bet on a swift recovery of 
the nation’s energy 
production after Hurricane 
Ike and the U.S. 
government loaned emer¬ 
gency oil to two refiners. 

The losses add to a down¬ 
wards trend in oil prices 
since July’s peak of over 
$147 a barrel amid mount¬ 
ing evidence that high en¬ 
ergy costs and a weaken¬ 
ing economy are cutting 
into fuel consumption. 

Oil prices were down 
$2.01 at $99.17 a barrel 
yesterday after falling as 
low as $98.55 - the lowest 
since Feb. 26. 

Even as oil prices fell, 
gas prices at U.S. pumps 
shot up more than six 


cents to nearly $3.80 a gal¬ 
lon, adding to a five-cent 
increase yesterday as retail 
supply concerns mounted 
in Ike’s wake. 

Ike, which slammed into 
the Houston energy hub 
Saturday, left a quarter of 
U.S. oil and refined fuel 
production idled.

f you go out to see a big, 
touring musical this 
year — say, the Monty 
Python inspired Spa- 
malot — keep in mind 
that every actor mentioned 
in your program might not 
be onstage that night. Ac¬ 
tors get sick, they pull mus¬ 
cles in dance numbers and 
they sometimes need a va¬ 
cation from a nonstop tour. 

Lead actors get covered 
by their understudies. But 
what about smaller roles? 
Those jobs get taken care of 
by swing actors. These mas¬ 
ters of multitasking have to 
know multiple parts and 
perform them as perfectly 
as the regular actor. 

That’s what 25-year-old

Graham Bowen is doing for 
Spamalot, which he joined 
in April 2007.

These parts are multiple 
roles in themselves: The 
actors switch through¬ 
out the show to play 
as many as five 
characters like 
knights, monks 
and nuns. 

Bowen began 
acting at age nine 
and moved from 
Columbus, Ohio, 
to New York City 
at age 11. He 
went to a per¬ 
forming arts high 
school there and got 
a break doing Big: 

The Musical in 1996 
and has worked steadi¬ 
ly ever since. “I consider 
myself a triple threat: Equal 
parts dancer, singer and ac¬ 
tor.” 

He was first asked to be a 
swing for the 2003 Broad¬ 
way revival of Gypsy. “I’d 
never done a swing job be¬ 
fore, it took a lot of trial 
and error.” He auditioned 
specifically to be a swing 
for Spamalot, knowing it 
would be a challenging job 
that would never get 
dull. 

He got the job, as well as 
the assignment of dance 
caption for the show. (For 
this job, he’s responsible for 
making sure everyone in 
the show sticks to the cho¬ 
reography.) At the start of 
the three-weelc rehearsal 
process, Bowen mainly took

notes. 

“It’s the swing’s job to 
watch all of those guys and 
follow every thing that they 
do.” He joined in when the 
ensemble sang together, 
and did dance moves off in 
the wings. He also worked 
outside of rehearsal time to 
hone his lines and singing 
parts. 

During the show’s run, 
Bowen and the three other 
swings show up at the same 
time as the other actors, 
even if they’re not expected 
to go on — someone could 
become unwell at the last 
minute or get injured dur¬ 
ing the show. Bowen can go 


sever¬ 
al nights 
without act¬ 
ing onstage, 
but he can al¬ 
so play as many 
as four different roles 
in one week. “We swings 
are never sitting on the 
sidelines for long.” 

That’s partly because 
most of the ensemble actors 
act as understudies for the 
lead roles. One night on the 
tour, a lead actor was out, 
an ensemble player was on 
holiday and another took 
ill.

Networks stumble early 


FALLING FAST: The fall TV 
season has stumbled out of 
the gate with a lot of not 
particularly good news 
about shows that were sup¬ 
posed to take over our lives 
like food poisoning after a 
frat house cookout. Weeks 
of relentless publicity car¬ 
ried out in spite of a lock¬ 
out that prevented critics 
from previewing the debut 
episode didn’t end up doing 
the 90210 revival any 
favours, as the CW show 
lost almost 30 per cent of 
its viewers by its second 
week, hinting that a lot of 
new shows are likely to lose 
traction from viewers more 
curious than committed. 

Poor omen No. 2 is the 
disappointing turnout for J. 
J. Abrams’ Fringe, which 
only attracted 9.1 million 
viewers for its premiere on 
Fox. “Only” 9.1 million is, 
of course, a number that

translator — shows survive

— and the indispensable 
Lisa de Moraes of the Wash¬ 
ington Post broke down the 
Fringe numbers last week. 

Fox turned that frown 
upside down by calling it 
the most watched network 
drama premiere in two 
years, but de Moraes noted 
the qualifier — that this 
was only true “excluding 
premieres following sports 
and American Idol.” Using 


Fox’s fine-tuned logic, that 
would make Fringe’s debut 
the biggest single TV pro¬ 
gram audience ever in a 
month starting with an S, 
in a week with a hurricane 
alert, on a night where the 
governor of Alaska is get¬ 
ting more news coverage 
than said hurricane, and in 
the house where the 
show’s set decorator lives. 

By comparison, de 
Moraes points out, Fringe’s 
first night did worse than 
the 2006 debut of Standoff, 
the hostage-negotiators-in- 
love police drama that 
limped to the end of its 18- 
episode run but remains 
unmemorialized on DVD. 
And since Standoff hit the 
air two years and four days 
before Fringe, the latter 
show can claim its title with 
an untroubled conscience. 

Then de Moraes gets re¬ 
ally mean, pointing out

that Lost, Abrams’ big hit, 
pulled in 19 million view¬ 
ers on ABC four years ago, 
not No. 1 Fox, adding an¬ 
other four million viewers 
by its second week. Fringe 
might top 10 million view¬ 
ers with its second episode 
this week, but it would on¬ 
ly manage this after luke- 
warm-to-hostile reviews 
and by flaunting the “go 
ahead, impress me” impa¬ 
tience of viewers.
